2. Claims 1-5 and 7-20 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Although many prior art references disclose the use of a curved detector in a detection 
device, none of the prior ait of record discloses a layered curved detector. Although many 
references include the use of a curved detector the detector is sectioned and placed in a curved 
manner. The claimed invention creates the curvature of the detector in whole layers, unlike the 
segmented detectors described in the prior ait.
